As a whole, 1 think that our 
udicial officers stand on a higher 
evel than any other body of public 
servants, or for the matter of that, of 
private citizens. [ could name off- 
hand at this moment a number of 
judges now on the bench who render 
to the people more substantial service 
of More far-reaching value than is 
rendered by any man in public or pri- 
vate life—and all of these judges sub- 

antially agree with the position 
herein taken, which, indeed, is largely 
derived’ from them. I believe the 
courts have rendered our people in- 
calculable services. I[ hold that the 
attitude of our peopre toward them 
should be one of appreciation and 
respect, but not of serviyity. . . .

In 
it he says that the present situation 
has been forced on China by Manchu 
misrule, which was incapable of rem- 
edy without a revolution. 

“We now proclaim,” he says, “the 
resultant overthrow of despotic sway 
and the establishment of 4 republic.” 

The manifesto is a lengthy docu- 
ment. It sets forth the wrongs of the 
Chinese people and promises strict ad- 
herence to all treaties, obligations and 
concessions undertaken by the Chinese 
government.

no other judge in the world, the func- 
tion of declaring whether or not. the 
people have the right to make laws 
for themselves on matters which -they 
deem of vital cencern. 

“Il am not speaking of the judge 
in his attitude of judge between one 
individual and another, or one indi- 
vidual and the state; I am speaking 
of the judge when, by virtue of his 
position, he .declares that the people 
as a whole have or have not the right 
to carry out a given policy, a power 
which may give one man or three men 
or five men the right to nullify the 
Wishes of the enormous majority of 
their 90,000,000 fellow citizens, a pow- 
er which has been exercised repeated- 
ly, sometimes wisely, sometimes very 
unwisely. Bear in mind that I am not 
at this time even referring to deci- 
sions dealing with the question of the 
respective spheres of action of nation 
and state; I have in mind decisions 
which declare the people themselves 
have no power to act, through either 
the natignal or the state governments. 


Courts as Usurpers. 


“.-..« I Rold not only that the 
courts in these matters have usurped, 


{or at least exercised in wholly wrong 


fashion, a power properly and clearly 
abiding in the people, but that they 
have thus strained to the utmost (and, 
indeed, in my judgment, violated) the 
constitution in order to sustain a do- 
nothing philosophy which has every- 
where completely broken down when 
applied to the actual conditions of 
modern life.’ These good judges, these 
upright and well-meaning men, who 
champion an outworn philosphy, do 
not realize that the changed condi- 
tions mean’ changed needs and that 
the treméndous social ‘problem of to- 
day cannot be solved by methods ade- 
infinitely simpler 
problems offered by industrial and so- 
cial life a century ago. 

“It is, I \believe, an advantage to 
have fixed in the court the power to 
state that a legislative act is un- 
constitutional, but only provided that 
the power is exercised with the great- 
est wisdom and self-restraint. If the 
courts continue to use it with the 
recklesness that has tdo often been 
shown in the past, it Is almost inevi- 
table that efforts will be ade to 
amend or abolish it: I know; for in-

have not only the right, ‘ut the duty 
to decide as wisdom and experience 
shall dictate as to ail the conditions 
which shall obtain in tenement houses, 
in factories, in mines, on railways, 
for preserving men, women and chil- 
dren in health, life ang limb. If they 
so decide and are really bent upon 
having the decision reduced to prac- 
tice, the courts will sooner or later, 
in one way or another, be forced to 
give it effect. It is idle to say that 
the people as a whole have not the 
right to decide for themselves on such 
a matter of governmental policy. It 
is in no shape or way one of the few 
questions where the public servants 
of the people have the right and 
where itis theirduty to gocounter to 
the wishes of the people, I do not 


mean that there are no such cases, on 
the contrary, I held that not only the 
judge, but the legislator or executive 
may at times find that his highest 
duty to the people is to resist the 
will of the people if some question of 
real or vital principle, of right or 
wrong, is at stake. But his useful- 
ness in standing ruggedly for his own 
convictions in such cases where the 
moral law is at stake will largely de- 
pend upon his not having refused to 
represent the popular will when the 
people had a right to have their will 
reap atm 
No public servant whe is 

worth ‘his sake should hesitate to 
stand by his conscience and, if neces- 
sary, to surrender his office rather 
than to yield his conscientious convic- 
tions.in a case of genuine importance, 
But while that is his right and his 
duty, our right and our duty is to see 
that he is responsible to us, ‘to the 
people, and I hold with Abraham Lin- 
coln that we are unfit to be called a 
free people if we permanent'y sur- 
render the right to shape our desti- 
nies and place this right in the hands 
of any men not responsible to us. 

“One word in closing. ~- What I have 
advocated is not revolution. It is not 
miild radicalism.

. CHANGE THE LAND RENT BASIS. 


To meet the difficulty presented by the fact that the present land 
rent basis, requiring payment in cotton, practically forces the 
small farmer to make cotton his principal.and often his entire crop, 
thereby contributing to excessive supply, The Southern Ruralist, 
of Atlanta, in its current issue, offers the admirable suggestion 
that the land rent basis be altered so that payment may be made 
half in corn. es 

This suggestion is exactly in line with the contention The 
Constitution has long made, that corn and other staple crops should 
be accepted, at proper margin, as collateral for necessary advances 
to the farmer upon practically the same basis as cotton; for as long 
as cotton is the only crop regarded by the farmer’s creditor upon 
a cash basis, the farmer who is in any degree dependent upon out- 
side assistance while making his ‘crop is going to plant it exces- 
sively, to the neglect of food crops and home supplies. 

The proposal is that the general rent value the coming year, 
and the future, shall be made soo pounds of lint cotton and 80 
bushels of corn—the latter being an-approximate equivalent of 
500 pounds of cotton—per plow. The general rule has long been 
1,000 pounds of lint cotton per plow, without acceptance of equiv- 
alent in any other product; and this arrangement, coupled with 
the fact that advances of essential food supplies can be secured 
only on a cotton basis, has practically bound the small planter to 
a single crop—cotton. 

Lamentable results of this condition are apparent in the past 
season’s production, with cotton, a record crop, selling way below 
its real worth, while corn, a splendid average crop, is bringing a 
handsome and profitable figure. 

Value in the proposed alteration in the rental basis, as sug- 
gested in The Ruralist’s editorial presented elsewhere, lies not 
alone with the small farmer affected, but with the landlord, the 
merchant, the banker and every other producer and business inter- 

Of so great importance is it to the cotton growing states that 
corn and, possibly, other staple crops be given the same considera- 
tion as cotton in transactions between farmer and merchant, or 
between renting farmer and landlord, that it would be a distinctly 
progressive step, not only for the landlord to permit, but to re- 


quire half the payment in corn. Aside from the general economic 
value of the plan, his personal interest would be well subserved 
in the added price he would receive: for his cotton and the wide- 
spread prosperity that all share alike- when cotton brings a fair 
profit to the producer. | 

From. the acceptance. of corn in part payment of rent, it is 
only a short step to consideration of it as collateral for advances of 
necessary supplies which many farmers are compelled to have 
while making their crops. 

The plan apparently offers splendid solution of the south’s 
pressing cotton problem. The difficulty, as with all similar sug- 
gestions, will be to induce its adoption. A little concerted action 
on the part of banker, merchant and landlord would effectually set- 
tle the question for all time.

NEGLECTED OPPORTUNITY. 


Almost every day there comes to light some fresh evidence of 
neglected agricultural opportunity. The receipt-at New York the 
other day of a cargo of 15,000 bushels of Irish potatoes, shipped 
from Scotland, is an incident in point. It stresses the now too ap- 
parent fact that the United States did not raise enough potatoes in 
1911 to supply her home demand. The result is potatoes are now 
selling around a dollar a bushel or more, and there is a quick and 
readv market for every one of them that was grown. 

What is true of potatoes is true of almost every other vegeta- 
ble, especially in-the south. While the prices of vegetables have 
gone up year after year, along with those of other foodstuffs, south- 
ern farmers have let opportunity slip by them and valuable and 
remunerative markets go elsewhere for the supplies they must have. 

The potato incident has moved Secretary of Agriculture James 
Wilson to a plea for the correction of this agricultural anomaly. 
The situation is one, he says, which affects not only New York and 
Washington, but practically every community from Maine to Texas. 
Speaking from the standpoint of Washington, he says there are 
thousands of acres of cheap land in Maryland and Virginia which 
could supply the Washington market with all the potatoes and truck 
crops it could consume, and at a handsome profit. Instead, most 
of these crops are shipped from a distance and at necessarily higher 
cost. For Washington there might be substituted Atlanta, Birm- 
ingham, Nashville or almost any other southern city, and conditions 
would be found practically the same.

Half the Rent in Corn. 
(From The Southern  Ruralist.) 
The past farm year was exceptional 
in several ways. With many it has 
not been the success hoped for. The 
Only way for preventing a repetition 
of such unsatisfactory results is to 
frankly locate the errors causing 

them. 

A few will stand out conspicuous 
in any candid and accurate taking of 
stock. Here they are: Too many 
acres in cotton, due to the lure of high 
prices at planting time. Too much 
business on credit. Too little atten- 
tion to supply crops. Too much store 
and too little home living. 

There are others, but these .stand 
out most prominently. Their absence 
would have made a different balance 
sheet, even with low prices of cotton. 
Their correcticn would mean a pros- 
perous new year—no matter what the 
price of c)ttcn. These may be trite 
assertions, but their truth is self-evi- 
dent—they cannot be too often re- 
peated, 

Less cotton, more food crops. Home 
living—which is better living—should 
be the determination of every: farmer 
this New Year’s season. No more 
killing grass all] summer and buying 
hay all winter should be seen on cot- 
ton farms. e 

It is not too late to begin this course 
now. January is one of the best 
months for oat planting, only the open 
furrow method is essential to success. 

We have one definite practical sug- 
gestion. One cf.the commonest ex- 
cuses for planting so much cotton is 
the complaint that landlords insist on 
cotton for rent. , 

The general rule is 1,000 pounds of 
lint per plow. Suppose we cut this in 
halfandaceptcornfor the remainder?

AFFECTS STOCKS 


Rumors of Probable Investiga- 
tion of the Money Trust 
. Curbed the Bulls. 


New York, January 5.—The political 
situation gave food for reflection in 
financial and speculative quarters today. 
Revival of rumors as to the imminence 
of a federal investigation of the s0o- 
called money trust and semi-official 
statements presaging a drastic tariff 
revision in iron and steel served to 
curb bullish manifestations, Aside from 
a broader inquiry for bonds, the mar- 
ket continued largely professional, with 
trading in very moderate volume. Ex- 
cept for another spectacular demon- 
stration in Lehigh Valley, which re- 
corded a new high price, increased 
strength in the local utilities, a smart 
rebound in the Gould stocks, due pre- 
sumably to the recent changes in man- 
agement, today’s stock market offered 
little in the way of novelty or detailed 
comment. The uSual leaders—United 
States Steel, Reading and Union Pacific 
—did not share in the movement else- 
where, 

In fact, distinct pressure upon these 
issues were shown during the greater 
part of the session, notably in Union 
Pacific, which declined within a small 
fraction of the previous week’s low 
price. 

Steel was anotHer object of bear as- 
Sault, declining to the low point of the 
week, but later making partial recov- 
ery. A number of specialties more* or 
less identified with pool movements 
ir. the past were strong. 

Lowest prices were made in the last 
hour, the especial features of weakness 
being Union Pacific, St. Paul, Reading 
and Steel. From this level there was 
some improvement on covering of short 
contracts, but the closing was dull, de- 
spite brisk rallies in Union Pacific 
and Steel. 

Indications of the early week, all of

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; | 


REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, January 5.—Cotton has 
advanced under the spur of heavy buy- 
ing by big spot interests, despite the 
great strike in Lancashire. Also, there 
has been a good deal of covering of 
shorts not only because of the aggres- 
sive attitude of the prominent spot 
people, but also because of increased 
activity and strength in Liverpool. This 
inspires many with the belief that 
the Lancashire strike, serious’ as it 
seems, is nct likely to be of long dura- 
tion. Liverpool spot sales on a number 
of days were 10,000 bales, and Man- 
chester has reported a good demand 
for cloths, however quiet might be its 
trade in yarns. There hag been little 
disposition to press spot cotton for 
sale in the Atlantic markets, nor, «for 
that matter, at the generality of south- 
ern points. * 

Exports have been big. Augsberg, 
Bavaria, reports the home trade as im- 
proving. Some big mills in Rhode 
Island have gone on a full-time sched- 
ule, after running on short time far a 
year. Meantime, the continental spin- 
ners have bought freely for some 
months past, even*taking cotton to be 
delivered some years ahead. The north- 
ern mills in this country and many of 
those in Great Britain are Known, to 
have bought, as a rule, on a very mod- 
erate, not to say scanty, scale, and the 
inference is drawn that they are none; 
too well supplied with raw cotton, 
even if, indeed, their supplies are not 
actually low. On the other hand, there 
is the Lancashire strike. Nobody 
knows how long it will last, despite 
the efforts which the officials of the 
British governent are making to bring 
about a settlement. Rumors, too, are 
to the effect that the ginning, despite 
the recent bad weather of the south, 
will turn out larger than expected. One 
rumor put the total of the National 
Ginners’ Association up to January 1 
at 14,350,000 bales. If that is so, it is 
treading rather closely on the heels of 
the government crop estimate issued 
in December of 14,885,000 bales, with 
some months of ginning to hear from. 
The Turco-Italian war is seriously dis- 
turbing Italy’s trade, and it also, to 
some extent, affects Manchester’s. In4 
parts of the south spot cotton is sald 


to have been more freely offered at the 
recent advance in prices. Some cotton 
prints have been reduced in price. At 
times of late Wall street houses, after 
buying freely, have been taking profits 
and selling by Liverpool, Memphis and 
New York traders as well, as it ap- 
pears some of the Waldorf-Astoria 
contingent has also been a noteworthy 
factor in the trading. The New York 
steck is steadily increasing. But the 
buying by big spot interests, the large 
spinners’ takings for some weeks past, 
and a belief that Lancashire has too 
much at stake to permit the strike to 
continue long, inspires many with a be- 
lief that cotton is destined to advance 
further. Former Waldorf-Astoria bears 
are believed at the close of the week 
to have covered and t&ken the’ bull 
side on the idea that the decline has 
culminated. The weekly statistics are 
regarded as bullish.

ATLANTA’S STRIDES, DAY BY DAY 


ALL THE NEWS OF REAL 
ESTATE AND BUILDING 


Announcement of the plans for the 
new Ansley hotel, complete details of 
which are contained elsewhere in The 
Constitution, was made on Friday. 
This was the most important an- 
nouncement of the day, and was the 
beginning of a series of announce-

The erection of the handsome hotel 
is indicative of and will add greatly 
to the development of that property 
lying around the corners of Forsyth, 
Luckie and Fairlie streets.

The Pickwick and other handsome 
apartments have already been built 
around the corner of James and Fair- 
lie streets, The construction gf the 
new hotel will so enhance values that 
it will hardly be possible for property 
in that neighborhood to lie long unim- 
proved, It would be surprising, indeed, 
if the small buildings just across For- 
syth street from the site of the new 
hotel should not give way for newer 
and larger structures in the near fu-

the state capitol for the use of the 
board for five years at a rental of 
$1,800 a year. He says $25 a month 
would have been a higher rental than 
he would willingly have paid.

He says the secretary partially

Westmoreland, as _ president, made 
certain formal charges against the 
secretary. :

“This,” says Dr. Westmoreland, “was 
a gratuitous misstatement knowingly 
to the governor, to deceiye him and 
through him the legislature. The Pas- 
teur Institute was not ready until June 
24, 1908, and the diphtheria antitoxin 
was not ready until May, 1909.” 

He says report was made of the man- 
ufacture of typhoid vaccine, but in his 
investigations he could not find that 
any attempts had been made to manu- 
facture it. 

A Difference in Cost. 

Dr. Westmoreland declares that the 
diphtheria antitoxin which is the most 
expensive product manufactured by the 
board, cost the state $16,000 for 7,736,- 
200 units or at the rate of about $2,000 
per million units. 


“In September, when the board 0! 
dered the manufacture of diphtheria 
antitoxin stopped, we were able to 
purchase this product at $110 per mil- 
lion units. All that had to be done to 
this purchased product was to keep it 
sterilized and put it in the syringes, 
an inexpensive detail. Allow $80 for 
this, which should be an extreme limit. 
This would make $200 per million units. 
To recapitulate, this product has cost 
so far: 

‘Diphtheria antitoxin, manufactured 
by board, per million units, $2,000, 

“Diphtheria antitoxin, purchased, per 
million units, $2090.” 

Antitoxin Not Up to Standard. 

Among the most sensational charges 
made by Dr. Westmoreland, he details 
as follows:
